"We are on the trail of every kind of 
interference with efficient telephone ser- 
vice nt the present time, as well as seek- 
ing for all forms of waste in the tele- 
phone business," said Division Com- 
mercial Superintendent Conway, when 
asked about the discontinuance of the 
giving of time by operators to subscrib- 
ers on Monday, June 3. "As in all big 
businesses in these war times, we must 
make every part of the organization as 
efficient as possible, and any usage of 
the telephone which in any way im- 
pedes the service for the government or 
for subscribers must be eliminated. 

"While the giving of the time of day 
to anyone who has called has been of 
service to some of the public, the prac 
tice has grown to such an extent that 
many of the telephone companies 
other parts of the country, as well as 
ourselves, have felt it necessary to di 
continue to give such service. In the 
New England Company's territory there 
have been 100.000 ealls per day, the 
bulk of sueh calls coming at times when 
our operating forces find it most diffi- 
cult to handle them. 

"As such a burden is obviously and 
avoidalbe waste, and as so large a por- 
tion of those inquiries have become a 
habit with many people, as happen in 
homes where clocks differ, and particu- 
larly through the desire of children to 
learn the time easily, we are confident 
that our desire to direct all of our en- 
ergies toward the furnishing of effec- 
tive telephone ervice will be understood 
by our subscribers. Relieved of that 
burden, the operators will be better able 
to serve all users of the telephone. 

"Should any subscriber, through long 
habit, thoughtlessly ask the operator 
for the time after next Monday, the op- 
erator will make this response: 1 am 
sorry, but it has become necessary to 
discontinue giving the time of day.' Our 
subscribers, therefore, will know that 
this is the standardized statement 
which will be used by all operators 
throughout New England territor, and 
an operator's refusal should not in any 
way be considered as a personal dis- 
courtesy."

ACTORS ON EXEMPTED LIST 



Sweeping Edict, Effective July 1, to 
Make Nation Efficient In War, 
Takes Registrants Out of the 
* Deferred Class. 

Bulletin. 

Washington, May 23. — General 
Crowder's new "work-or-flght" regula- 
tions may require professional base- 
ball players either to engage In some 
useful occupation or to Join the army. 
Baseball players, as well as Jockeys, 
professional golfers and other profes- 
sional sportsmen, General Crowder 
said today, will be affected by the reg- 
ulations If strictly enforced. General 
Crowder said he did not desire to make 
specific rulings at this time and would 
make rulings only when cases came to 
21m from local boards after July L. 

Bulletin. 

Washington, May 23.— Theatrical 
performers have been excepted from 
the new draft regulations at the dl- 
recUon of Secretary Baker, who Is said 
to feel that the people cannot do with- 
out all nmusemeut In war time and 
that other amusements could be dis- 
pensed with more readily.

Washington, May 23. — Provost Mar- 
shal General Crowder today announ- 
ced that every man of draft age must 
work or fight after July L The order 
Is under a drastic amendment to the 
selective service regulations. All 
draft registrants, besides Idlers, In 
what are held to be nonuseful occupa- 
tions, will be given an opportunity be 
fore local boards to choose a new Job 
or Join the army. 

Gamblers, race track and bncket 
shop attendants and fortune teller! 
head the list, but those who will be 
reached by the new regulation also In- 
clude wnlters and bartender*, theater 
ushers and attendants, passenger ele- 
vator operators and other attendants 
of clubs, hotels, stores, etc.. domestics 
and clerks In stores. 

Deferred classification granted_on ac- 
count of dependents will be disregard- 
ed entirely In applying the rule. A 
man may be at the bottom of class I, 
or even In class 4, but If he falls with- 
in the regulation and refuses to take 
useful employment he will be given a 
new number In class 1 that will send 
him Into the military service forthwith. 
Local boards are authorized to use dis- 
cretion only wliere they find that en- 
forced change of employment would 
result In disproportionate hardship up- 
on his dependents. 

May Solve the Labor Problem. 
The statement of the provost mar- 
shal general's office Is as follows: 

"Provost Marshal General Crowder 
today announced an amendment to the 
selective service regulations which 
jeals with the great question of com- 
pelling men not engaged In a useful 
occupation Immediately to apply them- 
selves to some form of labor, contrib- 
uting to the general good. The Idler, 
too, will find himself confronted with 
the alternative of finding suitable em- 
ployment or entering the army. 

"This regulation provides that after 
July 1, any registrant who Is found by 
a local board to be a habitual Idler or 
not engaged In some useful occupation 
shall be summoned before -the board, 
given a chance to explain and, In the 
absence of a satisfactory explanation, 
to be Inducted Into the military service 
of the United States. 

"Any local board will be authorized 
to take action, whether It has an orig- 
inal Jurisdiction of the registrant or 
not; In other words, any man loafing 
around a poolroom In Chicago may be 
held to anmver to a Chicago board even 
though he may have registered in 
New York and lived there most of his 
life. 

"The regulations which apply to Idle 
registrants will be deemed to apply 
also to gamblers of all description and 
employees and attendants of bucket- 
shops and race tracks, fortune tellers, 
clairvoyants, pnlml;its and the like, 
who for the purpose of the regulations 
shall be considered as Idlers. 



— "The new regulation will also affect 
the following classes : 

"(a) Persons engaged In the serving 
of food and drink, or either, In public 
places, Including hotels and social 
clubs. 

"(b) Passenger elevator operators^ 
and attendants, doormen, footmen ai 
other attendants of clubs, hote 
stores, apartment houses, office bull 
lngs end bathhouses. 

"(c) Persons, Including ushers si 
other attendants, engaged and occ 
pled In, and In connection with, ganit 
sports and amusements, exeeptlt 
actual performers In legitimate co 
certs, operas or theatrical perfori 
ance. 

"(d) Persons employed In domes! 
service. 

"(e) Sales clerks and other cler 
employed In stores and other merca 
tile establishments. 

"Men who are engaged as above 
who are Idlers will not be permltt 
to seek relief because of the fact th 
they have drawn a later order nu 
ber or because they have been plac 
In class n, ill or IV on the grounds 
dependency. The fact that he Is n 
usefully employed will outweigh bo 
of the above conditions. 

"It Is expected that the list of nf 
useful occupations will be extend 
from time to time as necessity will 
quire so as to Include persons In otl 
employments. 

"Temporary absences from regular 
employment not to exceed one week, 
unless such temporary absences aro 
habitual and frequent, shnll not be con- 
sidered as Idleness. Regular vacations 
will not be considered as absences in 
this connection. 

"The regulation further provides 
that where such a change of employ- 
ment would compel the night employ- 
ment of women under circumstances 
which a board might deem unsuitable 
for such employment of women the 
board may take such circumstances 
Into consideration In making Its de- 
cision." 

General Crowder Explains Plan. 

Explaining the new regulation and 
the necessity for it General Crowder 
said: 

"The war has so far disorganized 
the normal adjustment of Industrial 
man power as to prevent the enor- 
mous industrial output and national 
organization necessary to success. 

"There Is a popular demand for or- 
ganization of man power, but no di- 
rect draft could be Imposed at pres- 
ent. 

"Steps to prohibit Idleness and non- 
effective occupation will l\e welcomed 
by our people. 

"We shall give the Idlers and men 
not effectively employed the choice be- 
tween military service and effective 
employment Every man, In the draft 
age at least, must work or fight 

"This Is not alone a war or mili- 
tary maneuver. It Is a deadly contest 
,of industries and mechanics. 

Must Copy German Machine. 

"Germany must not be thought of as 
merely possessing an army, we must 
think of her as being an army — an 
army In which every factory and loom 
In the empire Is a recognized part In 
a complete machine running night and 
day at terrific speed. We must make 
of ourselves the same sort of effective 
machine. 

"It Is not enough to ask what would 
happen If every man In the nation turn- 
ed his hand to effective work. We 
must make ourselves effective. We 
must organize for the future. We 
must make vast withdrawals for the 
army and Immediately close up the 
ranks of Industry behind the gap with 
an accelerating production of every 
useful thing In necessary measure. 
How Is this to be done? 

"The answer is plain. The first step 
toward the solution of the difficulty is 
to prohibit engagement by able-bodied 
men In the field of hurtful employ- 
ment. Idleness or Ineffectual employ- 
ment and thus Induce and persunde 
the vast wasted excess Into useful 
fields. 

"The very situation we are now con- 
sidering, however, offers great possi- 
bilities In Improvement of the draft as 
well as great possibilities for the com- 
position of the labor situation by ef- 
fective administration of the draft 
Considering the selective service law, 
we see two principal causes of detri- 
ment of the call to military service — 
exemption and the order numbers as- 
signed by lot 

Exemptions In Two Categories. 

"The exemptions themselves fall Into 
two conspicuous categories — depend- 
ency and Industrial employment. One 
protects domestic relations, the other 
the economic Interests of the nation. 
Between the two there Is an Inev- 
itable hiatus, for It la demonstrably 
true that thousands, If not millions, of 
dependency exemptions have no ef- 
fect of Industrial protection whatever. 

"One of the unanswerable criticisms 
of the draft has been that It takes men 
from the farms and from all useful 
employments and marches them past 
crowds of Idlers and loafers to the 
army. The remedy Is simple — to couple 
the Industrial basis with other grounds 
for exemption and to require that any 
man pleading exemption on any ground 
shall nlso show that he Is contribut- 
ing effectively to the Industrial wel- 
fare of the nation."

Must Bring Body to Port, 
The first litigation over burial at 
sea has been decided, according to 
Case and Comment. The decision

"Use wUbaJtutea altogether for 
wheat flour" i 8 the plea that Henry 
B. Kndieott food administrator J6r 
New England has sent out to all 
householders and hotel and restaur- 
ant keepers *n Massachusetts. 

Already the leading restaurateurs, 
and hotel keepers of the country have 
entereu into a pact with Food Ad- 
ministrator Hoover to taboo wheat 
products from their tables order 
that ,>the entire nrtlonal r.tock of 
wheat may be available to ship 
abroad. 

Endlcott's Statement 

In a statement on the matter, Mr. 
Endicott said: 

"I wish to ask the public of Massa- 
chusetts not to bake any more bread 
from white flour, but to use substi- 
tutes entirely. Of course, this does 
not mean that people who have been 
baking their own bread should now 
buy from bakers. 

"At a meeting with Mr. Hoover in 
Washington on Saturday, March 30, 
between 500 and 600 of the most 
prominent hotel and restaurant men 
in the country volunteered to elimin- 
ate white flour, graham, whole wheat 
flour and all other wheat products, 
Including macaroni and spaghetti, 
entirely from their menus. This 
means that they have agreed not to 
buy any wheat product until the new 
harvest comes in. 

"Now the call for wheat from 
abroad Is more urgent than ever; 
every pound counts; a better oppor- 
tunity will never come to us who are 
obliged to stay at home than to fol- 
low the splendid example of these 
hotel and restaurant men. It must 
not be said that Massachusetts has 
been called- upon and found wanting. 

"I am asking and urging as strong- 
ly as I know how, that every house- 
holder as far as possible agree not to 
buy another pound of any wheat pro- 
duct until the new harvest 

"I am asking every hotel ?jid res- 
taurant that has not already entered 
Into this arrangement to agree to do 
to immediately. 

"I am asking every club in Massa- 
chusetts to make the same agree- 
ment 

"I am sure the people of Massa- 
chusetts will not fail me. 

Asked to Send In Names. 
"In order that I may have posi- 
tive proof which I can send to Wash- 
ington that we here in Massachu- 
setts are going to leave eveir ave- 
nue free to ship wheat abroad, I am 
asking householders, hotels, restau- 
rant, and clubs who are willing to 
enter into this agreement to send 
their names and addresses to me at 
the State House on a postal card. 

"This means that those who are in 
the habit of baking at home should 
bo continue, but they will >-ave to 
limit themselves to such kinds of 
bread as muffins, pan breads and 
biscuits which can be made without 
any wheat flour. Such householders 
ought not now to begin to buy their 
bread from bakers. 

There are undoubtedly certain 
houreholders who cannot oake at 
home who have to buy from bakers. 
There may be others who are com- 
pelled by habit to uee macaroni and 
spaghetti; this request is not made 
to them, it is Intended only for the 
many who are, in fact able to com- 
ply with it We now a have chance 
which may never come to us again, 
of making a sacrifice which \~ bound 
to have a big influence toward win- 
ning the war. Our power to make 
that sacrifice is a privilege and gives 
us an advantage over those who are 
not in a position to do the same." 

The following from a recent state- 
ment of a French high commissioner 
in this country shows why America 
must conserve more wheat 

"America must do more toward re- 
ducing the domestic consumption of 
cereals and Increasing exports to 
France," declared Andre Tardleu, 
French high commissioner to the 
United States, In an address deliv- 
ered before the Southern Commercial 
Congress, In Baltimore March 18. 

"You must do It because it is a 
case of necessity, because It must be 
done," asserted M. Tardleu. "For 
these past three months '*• i ship- 
ments Of cereals from America to 
Europe have been short one -third of 
the supply recognized as Indispensa- 
ble to strictly compressed needs." 

"The bread ration of the French 
soldiers has been cut from 26 ounces 
to 21 ounces, the civilian broad card 
allows 10 ounces per day, which Is 
about one -third of the average br«orf 
consumption of the French peasant 
or workman. The manufacture of 
crackers and pastry has boon abso- 
lutely prohibited. 

"Foodlng of horses and cattle on 
cereals which could be saved for the 
making of bread has boon prohibited, 
This with the lack of other food- 
stuffs, hay and fodder, resulted In a 
decrease of 60 per cent in the number 
of horses In France and in an im- 
portant reduction of cattle. With al 
most no feed for their cattle, the 
French were forced to place them on 
the market as meat This meant 
the suspension of meatless days and 
an attempt on the part of the people 
to make up for the lack of bread 
with with an Increase of the m»a< 
portion.

Now comes Dorothy Gish, who with 
her sister Lillian appears prominently 
in the cast of "Hearts of ahe World" at 
the Maje9tic Theatre, Boston, and 
knocks the emotional music theory into 
a cocked hat. Little Dorothy claims 
that ia would be very embarrassing to 
D. W. Griffith, tlie producer, if she or her 
sister insisted on doing all their fu- 
ture emotional scenes to the same music 
that accompanied the taking of the'.r 
latest picture, "Hearts of the World." 

Says Dorothy: "It would cost Mr. 
Griffith the mere matter of a million 
dollars or more to provide the "inci- 
dental sounds.' The obligato for our 
emotional scenes was provided by sev- 
eral hundred British cannon standing 
almost wheel to wheel and pounding 
shrapnel and explosive shells into the 
trenches of the Boche. The under note 
of the orchestra that supplied the mu- 
sic for the taking of our screen play was 
supplied by the rattle and crash of ma- 
chine guns in action. The only whines 
and whimpers that inspired us in our 
work for 'Hearts of the World* were the 
Hun shells singing overhead as they 
hunted their victims, the sputter of the 
motor ambulances hurrying to the rear 
with the wounded; the distant chutter- 
chutter of the airplanes ceaselessly en- 
circling the trenches overhead." 

Never have actresses registered the 
emotions of a mimic play under such 
extraordinary circumstancees| And never 
have they exploded the theory of "nec- 
essary emotional music" as a necessity 
than in the present instance.

All private vaults shall, when it is 
deemed necessary by the board of health, 
e . made of "rick and cement or of some 
other Imperishable material, which shall 
J>e water tight, and so constructed that 
tue contents can not escape therefrom, 
and the same shall be properly ventilated. 

4. No privy vault shall be opened be- 
tween the first dny of June nnd the 15th 
day of September unless the board of. 
Health shall be satisfied of the necessity 
of the same for the comfort nnd safety 
°i . Inhahltauts and such precautions 
snail be used relative to the prevention of 
any offensive effluvia as said board may 
direct. 

5. Wherever a house is situated upon a 
lot or street where there is a sewer the 
water closets and sink drains shall be 
Properly connected with the sewer. 

0. Cesspools shall be covered over se- 
curely so that no offensive smells or gas 
can escape therefrom and shall be made 
watertight, when deemed necessary hy the 
hoard of health. 

7. No person shall allow the sewerage, 
waste matter, or liquid of any kind from 
his premises to flow Into any canal, brook 
or open ditch, or upon any sidewalk, gut- 
ter, or public surface, or upon any public 
or private way, or from stagnant pools in 
any piaco within the town. 

8. No person shall knowingly sell, or 
offer to expose for sale, or have In his 
possession with the Intent to sell for food, 
diseased animals or any tainted, diseased, 
decayed or unwholesome meat, fish, vege- 
tables, produce, fruit, or provisions or 
any adnlterated article of food. 

0. The exercise of the trade or employ- 
ment of keeping swine Is forbidden and 
prohibited within the limits of the town. 

10. Every person who has a knowledge 
of or has good reason to suspect the ex- 
istence of any contagious diseases among 
any species of domestic animals within 
the llmts of this town, or that any do- 
mestic animal Is affected with any such 
contagious disease, whether such knowl- 
edge Is obtained hy personal examination 
or otherwise, shall Immediately give writ- 
ten notice thereof to the board of heatth. 

11. The owner or person In charge of 
snch animal shall, upon receiving written 
notice or order of quarantine from this 
board or Its duly authorized agent, keep 
such nnlranl in isolation until the further 
order of this board. 

12. When a householder knows that a 
person within his family or houso Is sick 
with smallpox, diphtheria, or scarlet fever 
or any other Infectious or contagious dis- 
ease dangerous to the puhlic health, he 
shall Immediately give notice thereof to 
the board of health of this town, and 
upon the death, recovery or removal of 
such person, such of the rooms of said 
house and such of the articles therein as 
in the opinion of the board of health 
have been suhjected to infection or con- 
tagion shall be disinfected by such house- 
holder to the satisfaction of said board 
of health. 

When a physician knows that a 
person whom he Is called tl visit Is In- 
fected with smallpox, diphtheria, scarlet 
(ever or any other disease, dangerous to 
tbe public health, be shall Immediately 
jive notice thereof In writing over his 
own signature to the board of health of 
this town. 

14. Cholera, smallpox, diphtheria, crouo, 
scarlet fever, measles and typhoid fever 
are deemed by the board of health to be 
diseases dangerous to' the public health 
"nd safety. 

In all cases where death shall occur by 
reason of cholera, smallpox, diphtheria, 
croup, scarlet fever or measles, the body 
of the deceased shall be ■ conveyed to the 
place of its Interment In a bearse, and 
the Interment shall take place within 24 
hours after death. 

15. No person sick with any Infectious 
or contagious disease shall be removed at 
any time without the permission and un- 
der the direction of the board of health. 

10. No grave or tomb containing tho 
body of a person who died with an infec- 
tious disease shall be opened without the 
permission of the hoard of health. 

17. T T o child or adult person belonging 
to n household In which smallpox, diph- 
theria, croup, scarlet fever or measles, or 
other membraneous diseases dangerous 
to the public health exists or whose resi- 
dence has a common entrance with such 
n bonsehold, shall be allowed to attend 
any public or private school until the ex- 
plrntlon of two weeks after the death, re- 
covery or removal of sueb sick person; 
nnd every pupil shall be reqnlred to pre- 
sent to the teacher of the school a certifi- 
cate from the attending physician or the 
board of henlth, stating that he Is free 
from contagion, and that the require- 
ments of this regulation have been com- 
piled with. 

18. No person shall be admitted or 
connected with any pnbllc or private 
school either as a teacher or as n scholar 
nor shall he be employed as Janitor there- 
in nntll he has been successfully vnccln- 
nted nnd furnishes satisfactory evidence 
thereof.

town a permit authorizing such salo 
delivery. Said boards of health are here- 
by authorized to Issue such permits after 
an Inspection, satisfactory to them, of the 
place In which and of the circumstances 
under which such milk Is produced, has 
been made by them or by their author- 
ized agent. Any permit so granted may 
contalii such irea*bnablo conditions as 
said board may think suitable for pro- 
tecting the public health and may be re- 
voked for failure to comply with any 
of such conditions. No charge shall be 
made to the producer for the permit or 
for the inspection of the dairy where the 
milk is produced. 

Section 2. In case any permit so grant- 
ed Is revoked, the board revoking the 
permit shall Immediately send notice of 
the revocation to the state board of 
health, and the state board of health 
I shall at once Inform the boards of health 
of other cities and towns In the Common- 
wealth where, In his Judgment, milk 
produced by the dairy to which the per- 
mit relates would be likely to be sold 
or delivered for sale, and the state, 
board of health shall also give notice of 
such revocation to any dealer In milk, 
who In the Judgment of the board, 
would bo likely to purchnse milk from 
such dairy; and upon receipt of such no- 
tice It shall be unlawful for any dealer 
so notified to sell or offer for sale In this 
Commonwealth milk from the said dairy. 

Section 3. After a permit has heen 
revoked, It may be renewed In the same 
way In which the original permit was Is- 
sued, In which case the same form of 
notification shall follow as is required 
in the Issuance of the original permit. 

Section 4. Any person, firm or corpora- 
tion violating any provision of this act 
shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than one hundred dollars for each of- 
fence. 

Section 5. It shall be the duty of the 
state board of health to enforce the pro- 
visions of section two of this act. 

Section 0. It shall he the duty of the 
Inspectors of milk appointed by the 
boards of health of cities and towns to 
enforce the provisions of section one, so 
far as relates to the milk supply of their 
respective cities and town. 

In accordance with the above law all 
persons producing or selling milk In the 
town of Hull are required to Obtain a 
permit on or before June 1. 1918.

IMPORTANT NOTICE OF HOARD OF 
HEALTH. 

Extracts of Rules nnd Regulntlons of 
the Board of Health of Hull: 

All the members of a family and other 
persons living In a house Infected with 
a contagious disease must consider them- 
selves In quarantine, and they shall 
avoid entering Wqn-es, shops, tfhurdhes 
and other public building*, nnd Shall 
nlso avoid loitering' on the public streets, 
and when for the purposes hereafter men- 
tioned they may be upon the streets, shall 
studiously avoid as far as possible, meet- 
ing or conversing with other people. This 
rule does not forbid any member of the 
family who is supposed to be well from 
going for food, medicine, or other neces- 
saries for the Infected family. The attend- 
lug physician may also allow any member 
of the family to go from home for the 
purpose of attending to his or her hnslness, 
provided that, In his Jndgment, such ac- 
tion does not Jeopardlzo the public health. 

Any pupil attending the public schools 
of Hull, who has had or BEEN EXPOSED 
to smallpox, scarlet fever, diphtheria or 
measles shall not return to school nntll 
In cases of smallpox 12 days? in scarlet 
fever 7 days; In diphtheria 5 days; and In 
measles 10 days, have elapsed since the 
RECOVERY from or EXPOSURE to these 
diseases. 

Householders Most Report Diseased. 

A householder who knows that a person 
In his family or bouse Is sick with a dis- 
ease dangerous to the public henlth shall 
forthwith give notice thereof to the board 
of health.

TOWN OF HULL. 
Setting Fires in the Open. \ 

An Act to Regulate the Setting of Fires 

in the Open Air. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful with- 
in any city or town for any person to 
set, maintain or increase a lire in the 
open air between the first day of March 
and the first day of December except by 
written permission of the fire preven- 
tion commisioner for the metropolitan 
district within the said district, or of 
the forest warden or chief of the fire 
department in other cities and towns, 
or, in cities that have such an official, 
the fire commissioner, provided, that 
debris from fields, gardens and orchards, 
and leaves and rubbish from yards may 
be burned on ploughed fields by the 
owners thereof, their agents or lesses; 
and provided, further, that persons 
above the age of eighteen years may 
set or maintain a fire for a reasonable 
purpose upon sandy land, or upon sajt 
marshes or sandy or rocky beaches bor- 
dering upon tide water, if the fire is en- 
closed within rocks, metal or other non- 
inflammable material. In every case 
such a fire shall be at least two hundred 
feet distant from any sprout or forest 
land, and at least fifty feet distant 
from any building, and shall be properly 
attended until it is extinguished. The 
forest wardens in towns and officials 
performing the duties of forest wardens 
in cities shall cause public notices to be 
given of the provisions of this section 
and shall enforce the same. Whoever 
violates any provisions of this section 
shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than one hundred dollars, or by impris- 
onment for not more than one month, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Section 2. The provisions of the pre- 
ceding section shall not apply to fires 
which may bo set, maintained or in- 
creased within the metropolitan district 
in accordance with regulations and 
methods approved by the fire preventi6n 
commissioner for the said district, nor 
to fires which may bo set for the pur- 
pose of suppressing gypsy and brown 
tail moths in accordance with regula- 
tions and methods approved by the state 
forester, nor to fires set or increased 
within tho limits of any public way by 
the employees of the commonwealth or 
of any county, city or town in the per- 
formance of public work. 

Section 3. The state forester shall 
notify tho forest warden in every town 
and the official performing the duties of 
forest warden in every city in tho com- 
monwealth of the passage of this act. 

Section 4. The state forester, the 
state fire warden or any duly author- 
ized assistant of the state forester, for- 
est wardens in towns nnd officials per- 
forming the duties of forest wardens in 
cities, or any 'uly appointed deputy 
forest warden may arrest without war- 
rant any person found in the act of set- 
ting, maintaining or increasing a fire in 
violation of tho provisions of this act. 

Section 5. Section twenty-four of 
chapter thirty- two of tho Revised Lawt 
and chapter two hundred and nine of 
tho acts of tho year nineteen hundred 
and eight, as amended by chapter two 
hundred and forty-four oi the acts of 
the your nineteen hundred and eleven 
and by sections throe and four of chap- 
ters four hundred and nineteen of thi 
acts of the year nineteen hundrod and 
twelve are hereby repealed.

From Rod Cross Briefs, published 
In Atlanta the following Inspiring ac- 
count of Red Cross work in France Is 
taken : 

The national headquarters of the 
American Red Cross In Washington 
has just received a report from Major 
Perkins, Red Cross commissioner to 
France, on the work of civil relief 
and restoration done In France during 
the month of February. 

during this one month, substantial 
nld was given to over a hundred thou- 
sand French refugees, repatriates and 
other war sufferers. This number in- 
cluded about twenty thousand persons 
In the devastated areas, seven thou- 
sand five hundred repatriates In prov- 
inces and nearly six thousand under- 
nourished Paris school children. More 
| than twenty-two thousand people were 
given hospltnl care during this one 
month. Including thousands of repatri- 
ate children at Evlan, and about a 
thousand tuberculosis patients In Paris 
| who were given supplementary ra- 
I tlons dally. 

| Work is now being conducted by 
the Red Cross In 9S French cities and 
I Vii ages - not '"eluding the Friends' I 
milt which has 21 relief stations, or 
the Smith College unit which works 
n 11 villages. Nine civilian hospitals 
with a total capacity of more than a 
thousand beds and 46 dispensaries give 
care to children, tuberculosis patients 
and refugees. 

Grants of money to French organ- 
izations during the month totaled 
more than half a million francs, and 
In addition, large quantities of cloth- 
ing, food and household goods were 
distributed. 

The Red Cross now lias a staff of 
490 workers In France, CO having been 
added during February. 



General Pershing has Just called 
on the army medical department to 
accept 100,000 convalescent uniforms 
made by American women and offered 
to the army. The general points out 
that the medical department Is buy- 
ing In the open market pajamas, oper- 
ating gowns, bath robes and convales- 
cent suits while the Red Cross stands 
ready to supply them. He tells the 
surgeon general at Washington that 
the work of the Red Cross Is of im- 
mense value In keeping up the morale 
of the army, and that it also release* j 
labor for use elsewhere.

Every Soldier Leaving for France Haa 
Been Fully Outfitted — American 
Merchants Take Over the Interests 
«f German Fur Men. 

(From Committee on Public Information.) 

Washington. — A zone system for the 
apportionment of purchases through- 
out the United States and to facilitate 
distribution lias been established by 
the quartermaster department. Terri- 
tory has been allotted to each of 13 
general supply depots. The general 
supply depot quartermasters are 
charged with the duty of ascertaining 
the manufacturing possibilities of their 
zones. On the basis of reports along 
this line forwarded to the acting quar- 
termaster general, food and equip- 
ment for troops at the different camps 
• will be purchased within the zoue In 
which the camp is located. 

Formerly nearly all of a particular 
class of supplies was purchased 
through a single general supply depot. 
Other articles were obtained through 
other supply depots. Manufacturers 
In sections distant from the particular 
supply depot buying their goods were 
at a disadvantage, and were unable to 
compete with rivals nearer the point. 
Under the new system most classes of 
supplies will be purchased through 
each of the 13 depots, aud manufactur- 
ers will be able to transact their busi- 
ness through the depots nearest them. 

Each general supply depot quarter- 
master besides ascertaining production 
facilities within his zone is instructed 
to recommend to the quartermaster 
general's office the employment of such 
producers as are In his judgment qual- 
ified to fulfill contracts. Each depot 
Is expected to keep Informed as to 
market conditions and spot goods lo- 
cated in that zone, and wlien short- 
ages occur submit recommendations 
for purchase of articles which may 
be obtained within the zone. 

Purchases are to be made after ad- 
vertisement by open competitive bid- 
ding when time will permit. In emer- 
gency cases competition is deslired 
whenever possible. The record of bids 
received and awards made wiil be opeu 
to public inspection. 

The army ordnance department has 
thus far met every demand Imposed by 
the new program for overseas ship- 
ment of American troops, according to 
a statetuent by the department. Des- 
pite the great acceleration in the seud- 
tng of American forces to France, no 
Infantryman goes aboard ship without 
a United States model 1917 rifle (modi- 
fied Enfield), bayonet, belt, haversack, 
pack carrier, bandoleers, bayonet 
scabbard, and full mess equipment. 

Tonnage is today a limiting" factor 
in the shipment of orduance material 
overseas, especially because of the 
present necessity of Increasing the 
transport of infantry regiments. 

Sufficient supplies of artillery— 
French 75-mlllimeters and 155-milil- 
meters and Americau heavy railway 
artillery — are already In France to 
meet the present demand. Sufficient 
machine guns are also immediately 
available for American forces In 
France. 

A Canadian order In council pro- 
vides that no person, with the excep- 
tion of manufacturers of Hour, bakers, 
confectioners, wholesale or retail deal- 
ers, or persons living at a greater dis- 
tance than two miles from a licensed 
dealer, shall hold or have In his pos- 
session or under his control more flour, 
made wholly or in part from wheat, 
than is sufficient for his ordinary re- 
quirements for a period not exceeding 
lo days. 

Anyone living at a distance greater 
than two mlies and less than five miles 
from a licensed dealer may hold or 
control flour made wholly or in part 
from wheat up to an amount sufficient 
for his ordinary requirements for a 
period not exceeding 30 days. Any- 
one living more than five and less than 
ten miles from a licensed dealer may 
have sufficient for his ordinary re- 
quirements up to 00 days, while a per- 
son living more than ten miles from 
such a dealer may have sufficient for 
his ordinary requirements for a period 
up to 120 days. 

Any wholesale or any retail dealer 
licensed by the Canadian food board 
inuy not hold Hour wade wholly or In 
part from wheat in excess of a quanti- 
ty sufficient for his ordinary trade re- 
quirements for a period exceeding 00 
days. 

The regulation regarding sugar par- 
allels this save In the lust clause. 
Manufacturers, wholesalers, or retail- 
ers tuny not have more sugar than Is 
required for a period exceeding 45 
days. 

The Swiss federal government hns 
by decree fixed the luuxluium price nt 
which farmer.* tuny sell cuttle for 
slaughter as well us Hie prices at 
which various qualities Of liMlChain' 
meat tuny he retailed, Fnrniors rimy 
detmind no more than 23 coiils per 
pound for llrst-chiMs fat beef cuttle.

Arrangements are being completed 
by which the Interests of German fur 
men. amounting to several millions of 
dollars, will be purchased by American 
merchants and the money thus paid 
turned into the treasury. 

Before the war broke In Europe, ac- 
cording to a statement Issued by the 
alien property custodian, the trade of 
American furriers was practically noth- 
ing but a collecting and shipping 
agency for the Germans. Almost every 
pelt taken by American trappers went 
to Leipzig before it could be sold. Al- 
though London was the world's man 
ket, three-quarters of tha fur shipped 
to London from America, Russia, and 
even China, went to Leipzig for dress- 
ing and dyeing. 

The Leipzig dressers and dyers were 
recognized as the best In the world. 
Each year after the fur was prepared 
and German merchants had fixed the 
price, Americans were allowed to pur-* 
chase as much as three-fifths of the 
year's output for manufacture Into 
garments, but in so doiug they were 
forced to pay the original cost, ex- 
pense of dressing and dyeing, a bit; 
profit to the Germans, and a 30 per 
cent duty, before the furs were re- 
turned to America. 

The war deprived Germany of the 
chance to purchase fur in London, and 
limited the supply from America — 
now also entirely cut off.

But Forty and Fifty Bushels of 
Wheat to the Acre. 



According to the Leipzig correspond- 
ent of a Ciirlstlanla newspaper, the 
Leipzig spring fair showed exhibits of 
many substitutes and surrogates which 
have been placed on the market in 
Germany. Descriptions of some of 
tiiese have been received by the Unit- 
ed States chamber of commerce: 

A surrogate for pepper is offered for 
sale which," judged only by Its appear- 
ance, seems almost the same as real 
pepper. The color, odor and taste 
have been surprisingly well imitated. 

A tea Is shown to which the name of 
"German tea" has been given. It is 
prepared from any one or a combina- 
tion of a great variety of plants, from 
strawberry leaves to llndeu blossoms. 
It is said to taste very mnch like gen- 
uine tea, but even a half dozen cups 
wlii not produce the stimulation caused 
by a single cup of real tea. 

There are any number of surrogates 
for marmalades. Most of them are 
prepared from garden vegetables In- 
stead of from fruits, with a minimum 
amount of sugar. 

Substitute sonp Is offered for sale, 
which Is said to have been prepared 
from the oil In berries and from pum- 
ice stoue. It lacks, however, the one 
main characteristic of soap, that of 
working up into a rich, creamy lather; 
otherwise It is very good. Substitutes 
are also to be had for laundry biueing. 

Substitute bicycle tires are some- 
times made of two concentric Iron 
rings with small springs betweeu them. 
They are very serviceable on asphalt 
pavements, but are uot exactly as 
noiseless nor as easy riding as gen- 
uine rubber tires, 

A iarge number of articles offered 
for sale had been prepared largely or 
entirely from pnper— coarse working 
clothes for men and women, blouses, 
aprons, and other fabrics. There were 
paper belts which seemed capable of 
driving heavy loads. 

Mauy artificial and substitute leath- 
ers were noticed. Brass and copper 
articles were not seen, and attempts 
were made to plnce substitutes on the 
market In the form of plated wares. 

A committee on public information 
representative In Loudon snys: 

London has never heard of a base- 
ball season before, but will get Its 
chance this year when the American 
baseball league gets Its schedule of 
games well underway. There are eight 
American and Canadian teams re- 
cruited from various organizations sta- 
tioned in London, with games sched- 
uled for each Saturday during the 
summer. 

The thousands of American soldiers 
who may pass through London, or be 
Invalided or stationed here, are In a 
fair way to be made to feel thut Eng- 
land Is the next best place to home 
and l hat English hearts are kept warm 
for them. 

"Make England the Sammy's 
'bllghty,'" Is the way the English 
(Press puts It In urging renders to en- 
tertain the American troops. "Blighty" 
Is the war word for everything the 
soldier wants In Intervals of his fight- 
ing work; the place where friends, 
recreation, and homelike comfort 
await hliu. 

The Weekly Dispatch recently called 
for suggestions for a public entertain- 1 
ment to be offered American soldiers 
and an Instant response made thou- 
sands of dollars available for amuse- 
ments and entertainments. The Iden 
that found greatest favor, however, 
was to throw open the homes of the 
nation to the Sammies. 

An ofllcer commanding an American 
squadron operating with the British 
fleet has reported on a late inspection 
and speaks In high terms of the pres- 
ent state of efficiency in which he finds 
both ships and men. 

"Vessels show the most gratifying 
Improvement In battery and fire com 
trol," he said. "Our ships are smart, 
Mplek and span, and have keen recipi- 
ents of many high compliments from 
British flag officers."

J^aring the past year there has been 
a greater demand for farm lands In 
Western Canada than for a number of 
years past. The demand Is for good 
far™ binds improved or unimproved. 
And at an Increase of from ten to fif- 
teen dollars an acre more than the 
fame lands could be had for a couple 
of years ago. 

The rise In the price of every kind 
of produce grown on these Western 
lands, in some cases to double and in 
others to treble the price prevailing be- 
fore 1914, have attracted and are at- 
tracting in ever-Increasing proportions 
the men who are anxious to Invest 
their money, and apply their energies 
In the production of wheat for which 
the allied nations are calling with 
voices which grow louder and more 
anxious as the months roll on, and the 
end of the war still seems distant. 
Beef, and more especially bacon, are 
required In ever greater quantities, 
and the price of aii these things has 
■oard, until It Is not a question of 
what Khali we produce, but how much 
can we produce. Even should this 
world calamity be brought to a close 
In six months from now, it will be 
years before normal pre-war prices 
prevail, and meantime self-Interest if 
not patriotism is turning the minds of 
thousands back to the land. The In- 
evitable consequence has been the rise 
In values of land, especially wheat 
land. 

The Calgary Herald, commenting on 
these conditions says: 

".From Inquiries made from leading 
dealers In fanning and ranching prop- 
erties, and from the information gath- 
ered In other ways, it is known that 
the value of all land — wheat land, 
mixed farming properties, and even 
good grazing land — has risen In the 
last two years 40 per cent. Wheat 
lands in some districts have practical- 
ly doubled In price. One dealer in 
farm lands recently sold three sections 
for $70 an acre, one extra good quar- 
ter went as high as $90, and another 
brought- $100. These are, of course, 
large prices, but that they will be 
equaled or even snrpnssed in the near 
future is beyond question. There Is a 
feature about this rush to the hfnd 
from which the most solid hope con 
be drawn for the success of the move- 
ment. The proper tillage of land, to 
produce large crops In a climate like 
ours Is now understood and practiced 
as It never was In the early days of 
the province. It would seem too that 
•with the increase of land under culti- 
vation, the seasons T are changing 
and the rainfall becoming greater and 
more regular. 

"Crops are being harvested, especial- 
ly In Southern Alberta, which would 
.have seemed Impossible to the old-time 
farmer, with his old-fashioned Ideas 
of breaking and seeding. And at the 
price now set by the government for 
wheat and which possibly may be In- 
creased during the coming season, the 
return to the practical skilled agricul- 
turist must necessarily be very large. 

"What matters $10 or even $20 an 
acre extra on wheat land when a re- 
| turn as high as B0 bushels and even 
more may be taken from every acre 
I sown? With bogs bringing $20 a hun- 
| dred pounds ; beef on the hoof at $12, 
and mutton $10. while wool under the 
new government arranged system of 
handling and sale brings Go cents a 
pound (and these values cannot fall 
to any great extent for some years) 
tho demand for land will continue and 
values increase In a corresponding de- 
gree. 

"There hns never been In the history 
of Canada a time so favorable for the 
fanner as the present; self-interest, 
the Inspiration of patriotic feeling, the 
aid freely extended by the govern- 
ment, who are permitting the import 
of certain agricultural Implements 
free, ail these tend to still further 
raise the price of Alberta land." — Ad- 
vertisement.

PLAN FOR CONSERVATION 
WHEAT 

L General Request to Householders Not 
sr. v t0 Y se Wheat. 
AH householders who can do so 
are asked not to use any wheat pro- 
ducts from this date until the new 
harvest comes in in the Fall. 
This request covers not only white 
flour but ako graham flour 7 whoh? 
wheat flour, wheat breakfast cereals 
nmcarom, noodles, spaghetti, vermicelli 
*nd all crackers, bread, cake, dough- 
nuts, pastry, etc., containing any wheat 

iJ^ 8 ^ 0l - der8 who have habitually 
bated their own bread will not now 
b^gin to buy of bakers, but are ex- 
pected to use only those kinds of bread 
muffins, pan breads, spoon breads, etc.! 
which can be made without any wheat 
flour whatever. Bakers' bread must be 
lett for those who are unable to bat 
at home. 

Beginning April 14, bakers' bread 
(Victory Broad) will eontain 75 per 
cent, of white flour and 25 per eent. of 
substitutes. 

2. Rules. 

If any white flour is bought by those 
who cannot or will not comply with the 
above request, the following rules are 
rigidly estaglished: 

(a) Householders are urgently re 
quested not to buy more than one-slx 
teenth of a barrel of flour at one time • 
and are not permitted to buy more than 
orie-cighth of a barrel at one time. 

(b) White flour requires the purchase 
of an equal weight of substitute cereals. 
Graham or whole flour requires the 
purchase of six-tenths of a pound of 
substitutes for each pound of flour. 

The only substitutes permitted are as 
follows: Cornmeal, Corn flour, Corn 
grits, Edible cornstarch, Hominy, 'Rice, 
Rice flour, Oatmeal, Rolled oats, Oat 
flour, Steamed oats, Barley flour, Buck- 
wheat flour, and Potato flour. Substi- 
tutes must be bought and used Btrictly 
for human consumption, and must not 
be wasted. 

Rulea On Hoarding Now In Force. 

1. Flour: not over 30 days' supply 
permitted. 

2. Other articles: not over 00 days' 
Jipply permitted. Thin does not ap>ly 
to canned goods, preserves, and produce 
of the owner's farm or gnrden.
